Xo. 1. Report of Committee on Education. 

Your Committee would report, with reference to the Dakota Tniversity, located 
at Mitchell, Davison (’ounty, Dakota : 

1. We tind the tinancial condition of the University to be as follows: 

The property includinj:^ real estate is valued at }^1()0,00(), on which there is 
incumbrances consistinir of liens and other claims, includinii: Hon. A. M. Bowdle’s 
claim for 820 acres of land, airgrei^atin^ $20,500. To offset this indebtedness 
there are assets consistini^ of notes based upon real estate contracts and subscrib- 
tions to be converted into notes, payable in four annual installments, amountinjj 
to $27,500; leaving a balance of indebtedness amounting in all to $2,000, which 
is pledged by Dr. Brush on behalf of tlie citizens of Mitchell and vicinity. 

2. The present board of incorporators have so amended their by-laws, that a 
majority of the members shall reside within the bounds of the Dakota Annual 
C’onference ; and two-thirds of all shall be ministers or members of the Methodist 
Epi.scopal Church, said members to be elected by the Dakota Conference, on 
nomination of the Board of Directors, thus giving to the Dakota Conference 
substantial possession and control of the Dakota University. The following 
persons, viz : Ira X. Pardee, W. Whitfield, Win. Brush, L. llartsough, ]\I. Mc- 
Kendree Tooke, E. S. Ormsby, O. S. Basford, 11. Barber, Jr. and A. W. Hager 
being already members, we recommend the election of the following persons, 
viz: Thomas Bowman, A. J. Edgerton, R. X. Kratz, E. B. Bracy, Wm. Fielder, 
A. W. Adkinson, II. M. Springer, H. T. Curl, O. H. Sproul, B. (Jark, A. D. 
Traveller and E. Bradford as members to fill out the membership, the above 
mentioned persons having been nominated by the Board of Directors. 

8. Your committee further find that the title to the ju-operty is vested in Hon. 
A. M. Bowdle, who agrees to transfer said title by warrant}' deed to the Board 
of Directors, immediately upon the satisfaction of Ids claims and other liens 
upon the property. 

4. In view of the foregoing facts and statements, we recommend the adoiition 
of the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That we accept the Dakota University. 

2. Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to use our utmost endeavors to promote 
its prosperity. 

8. Tlie treasurer of the Conference Board of Education sliall deposit the funds 
now in his hands, with the treasurer of the Board of Trustees of Dakota Univer- 
sity to be used in defraying current expenses. 

4. That as a Conference we will make special efforts during the year before 
us to increase tlie educational collections; and that all such collections shall be 
appropriated to Dakota University to defray current exjienses. 

5. It was further recommended that the money now on deposit M'ith the 
Conference treasurer be deposited by him with the Treasurer of the Conference 
educational board.

REPORT “H.” — Freedman’s Aid Society. 

Whereas, There are millions of colored and white people in the South in 
ignorance, superstition and vice, resulting from generations of slavery, and we 
believe that the M. PI Church is largely responsible for the spiritual and in- 
tellectual culture of the freedmen, since it has done so much for their emancipa- 
tion. Much good has been accomplished b}' the P'reedman’s Aid Society in the 
past few years toward their enlightenment.' This society is supporting )21 insti- 
tutions, employing 105 teachers who ar(> instructing 4288 students as Christian 
ministers, teachers and physicians of both races, but a great work yet remains to 
be done. We heartily concur in the following words of Bishop Walden: “The 
Christian Church of America has no more imi)ortant work in hand than to pre- 
pare Christian leaders for our millions of colored jieople. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church, through its Freedmen’s Aid Society, is doing a great work in 
this held ; and this society, in the economy of its administration, as well as in 
the results accomplished, has a record second to none in th<‘ Church.” There- 
fore 

Resolned, That as a C^)nference, we will keej) this cause very near our hearts, 
remembering it in our prayers, pledging ourselves to preseiit it to our several 
congregations for their careful consideration and support; and while we are 
pressing hard to reach the million dollar line for missions that Africa, India 
and China may receive the glad tidings of the Gospel, we will not forget our 
near neighbors in the South, who are crying, “come down and lielj) us.”

REPORT “K.” — Marriage Laws. 

We, your committee on Marriage Laws, beg leave to recommend the adoption 
of the following petition to be siijm'd by the president and secretary of this 
Conference in behalf of the Conference and by the secretary forwarded to a 
proper person who will i)resent it at the next session of the Dakota Legislature. 

To the Honorable, the 17ih Legislature of Dakota Territory : We the members 
of the Dakota Annual (Conference of the Methodist p]pisco])al Church, and 
citizens of the United States and of Dakota Territory, in (Conference assembled 
at Watertown, Dakota, Oct. 18th, 188(3, pray your Honorable body to enact a law 
governing marriage, to take the place all other laws of the Territory govern- 
ing marriage, embracing tlie following points: 

1. That males under twenty-one (21) years of age, and females under eighteen 
(18) years of age shall not be cap:ible of contracting marriage without the con- 
sent of their parents or guardians. 

2. That license be required before the solemnization of marriage. 

8. That there be a d(‘tinite registration with the Register of Deeds of the 
county in which the marriage is contracted. 

4. That the rite shall be solemnized by Ministers, Justices or other officers 
designated by law and in the presence of witnes.ses. 

5. Tliat tiie criminal law be amended, making the age of consent eighteen 
(IH) years in |)lace of ten (10) years.
